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INTRODUCTION 


This  Report  on  Curriculum  Offerings  of  Montana  Public  High  Schools 
covers  the  1962-63and  1963-64  school  years,  A  two  year  period  was 
included  since  at  least  one-half  of  the  Montana  high  schools  may  alter- 
nate the  offering  of  certain  courses  such  as  physics  and  chemistry. 
Thus,  the  report  provides  information  as  to  the  curriculum  offerings 
available  to  students  in  a  two  year  period. 

Covered  in  the  report  are  170  high  school  programs  where  grades 
nine  through  twelve  are  taught  in  one  or  more  school  buildings  within 
a  legal  entity  authorized  to  operate  a  high  school.*  In  districts 
operating  accredited  junior  high  schools,  the  curriculum  offerings 
and  enrollments  in  the  ninth  grade  are  included  with  the  senior  high 
school  program  so  that  the  report  covers  grades  nine  through  twelve. 

So  that  the  curriculum  offerings  may  be  compared  by  school  size, 
the  schools  have  been  grouped  into  seventeen  enrollment  categories.  The 
groups,  based  on  the  enrollments  as  of  October  1,  1962,  are  as  follows:

1     In  those  districts  operating  more  than  one  high  school  (either  9-12 
or  10-12),  each  school  has  been  tabulated  individually.  These  include 
Billings  Senior  High  and  Billings  West  High  operated  by  District  No,  2, 
Billings,  Yellowstone  County;  and  Charlo,  Ronan  and  St.  Ignatius  High  Schools 
operated  by  District  No,  28,  Ronan  Consolidated,  Lake  County. 

District  No,  35,  Neihart,  Cascade  County,  is  not  included  since  the 
high  school  program  was  discontinued  at  the  end  of  the  1962-63  school  year. 

Since  District  No,  69,  West  Yellowstone,  Gallatin  County,  operates  only 
an  accredited  junior  high  school  rather  than  a  complete  high  school  program, 
the  ninth  grade  offerings  in  this  district  are  not  included  in  the  report. 

The  ninth  grade  program  and  enrollment  in  the  Lockwood  Junior  High 
School,  Yellowstone  County,  are  included  in  the  Billings  tabulation  since  the 
Lockwood  district  is  in  the  Billings  High  School  District. 


GENERAL  COMMENTS 


A  review  of  the  curriculum  offerings  of  Montana  public  high  schools 
reveals: 

*  in  addition  to  the  four  years  of  English  required,  58%  of 
the  schools  offer  additional  courses  in  this  field 

*  all  schools  offer  at  least  two  years  of  science  exclusive 
of  general  science 

*  all  schools  offer  at  least  two  years  of  mathematics  exclusive 
of  general  mathematics 

*  with  one  exception,  all  schools  exceed  the  requirement  for 
American  history  and  government 

*  ninety-five  percent  (95%)  of  the  schools  offer  world  history 

*  fifty  percent  (50%)  of  the  students  attend  a  school  in  which 
instruction  is  offered  in  economics 

*  from  the  1962-63  school  year  to  the  1963-64  school  year,  the 
number  of  schools  offering  economics  increased  39%;  the 
number  of  students  having  an  opportunity  for  instruction  in 
economics  increased  57% 

*  only  one  school  offers  a  specific  course  about  communism,  but 
a  number  of  schools  include  instruction  about  communism  in 
the  comparative  governments,  world  problems,  political  science 
or  economics  courses 

*  ninety-one  percent  (91%)  of  the  students  attend  a  school  in 
which  a  foreign  language  is  offered 

*  in  trade  and  technical  education,  24%  of  the  schools  offer  an 
industrial  arts  course,  53%  offer  a  shop  course  and  35%  offer 
a  course  in  mechanical  drawing;  other  offerings  are  very 
limited
